Germany, Austria, France, Russia, 
Italy, Switzerland, Belgium and doubtless 
in other Continental countries there is only 
a very small demand for cotton goods or 
yarns for prompt shipment, while for de- 
livery in the future there seems to be prac- 
tically no demand whatever. The same 
conditions prevail in England. 

The general European situation is ex 
the reverse of a year ago, when 
many of the cotton manufacturers of Eng- 
land and the Continent could not supply 


goods and yarns as quickly as needed, and 


actly 


had sold their products for delivery far in 
the future. For several years the Euro 
pean cotton mills had enjoyed great pros- 
perity, and consequently many new spin- 
dles and looms had been put in operation. 

This large increase in capacity resulted 
in overproduction in all the large manu- 
facturing countries of Europe, and espe 
cially in England and Germany. 

The financial crisis in the United States 
last October and the resulting stagnation 
in business of every kind in our country 
very seriously affected the European situa-

Electric Industrial Haulage—Stor- 
age Battery Locomotives. 


By F. E. Van SiyYkeE, E.E. 





TERY LOCOMOTIVE. 





The storage battery locomotive is appli- 
cable to almost any haulage proposition 
where the grades are comparatively easy 
and the hauls are not too long. 


Industrial haulage, as a rule, involves 
i 


more or less indoor work where overhead 


cranes, low ceilings or other conditions 
preclude the use of trolley wires, so that 
a battery locomotive is the only solution 
of a cheap, efficient haulage. 

In cotton, flour, paper and lumber mills, 
grain elevators and similar industries the 
use of other forms of locomotives is usually 
prohibitive, owing to fire risks, and as the 
material handled in such places does not 
often run very high in tonnage, the bat 





tery locomotive is an ideal equipment. 

Generally speaking, the size of a loco- 
motive can be determined by the grade of 
the track and the maximum trainload to be 
hauled. Figures showing the gross weights 
of trains, exclusive of the locomotives, 
under average conditions for locomotives 
from 214 to 10 tons weight, inclusive, are 
as follows:

These figures should be used for esti- 
mating purposes only, as there are a num- 
ber of other conditions requiring very care 
ful consideration before a final decision 
can be made. Answers to the following 
questions usually permit of definite recom- 
mendations being made: Maximum and 
average grades; maximum, minimum and 
average length of haul; maximum, mini 
mum and average weight of train; total 


mileage per day; total weight of material 





to be moved per day; gauge of track, and 
voltage of circuit available for charging. 

A complete log of one day’s work, to- 
gether with a plan of the trackage, is of 
very material assistance, 

For the conditions usually encountered 
around manufacturing plants where the 
track is level and the maximum load to be 
hauled does not exceed 25 tons, a 214-ton 
battery locomotive is the proper size. This 
locomotive will operate from one to two 
days on a single charge, depending upon 
the character and frequency of the service. 
When the locomotive is handling fairly 
heavy loads constantly it is advisable to 
give the batteries a short charge during 
the noon hour. 

For service combining a long, heavy 
haul, with a considerable amount of 
switching, a combination trolley and bat- 
tery locomotive is recommended. The use 
of the battery eliminates the complicated 
overhead trolley wire construction at the 
switches and sidings, saves the motorman 
the annoyance of being obliged to watch 
the trolley when crossing frogs and allows 
the locomotive to run into buildings at any 
point along the line. 

With this equipment it is not necessary 
to have any regular charging periods, the 
battery being kept charged from the trolley 
wire by the motoman throwing suitable 
charging switches whenever the locomotive 
may be idle. Where there is a sufficient 
amount of copper in the line to insure a

Building Operations for August. 
A review of building operations in 
Southern and Southwestern cities during 
August indicates much activity at this 
time in construction work of all kinds, 
many localities showing decided increases 
as compared with operations of previous 
months. In Atlanta the estimated increase 
in the value of permits issued during the 
month, as compared with August of last 
year, amounted to $146,633, with indica- 
tions that the increase for the year will be 
very large. As shown by records of the 
building inspector, permits were issued to 
the yalue of $389,305 for August, as 
against $242,672 for the corresponding 
month last year, and for the first eight 
months of 1908 to $3,795,573, as against 
$3,569,547 for the corresponding period in 
1907. 
ham for August to the amount of $148,- 
000, of which $109,000 represents frame, 
and the remainder brick structures. For 
the first eight months of the year the total 
value of building operations is estimated 
at $1,290,000. The building record of 
Jacksonville for the month is an excellent

value of $123,283, the structures includ- 
ing three cigar factories, a theater, restau- 
rant, brick store and other buildings. In 
Knoxville permits were issued to the value 
of $162,000 for the month, which exceeds 
the record of any previous month of the 
year. There was also a substantial in- 
crease in Memphis, while the record for 
Chattanooga during the month shows a 
slight decrease as compared with August 
of last year. Building permits were issued 
in San Antonio to an estimated value of 
$637,540, and in Houston to the value of 
$489,597. The value of operations in Aus- 
tin is estimated at $70,300. In Kansas 
City permits were issued for structures 
estimated to cost in the aggregate $943,- 
345, including frame buildings to cost 
$467,350, brick buildings to cost $313,700 
and miscellaneous structures to cost $162,- 
295. The monthly report of operations in 
Norfolk indicates that an unusual amount 
of construction work was undertaken in 
August, permits having been issued to the 
value of $121,879, an increase of $88,489 
as compared with the same month last 
year. In Richmond permits were issued 
to the value of $154,587 during the 
month, and for the first eight months of 
the year to the value of $2,258,519. For 
the year ended August 31 building opera- 
tions in the District of Columbia repre- 
sent an estimated value of $8,669,332. In 
taltimore the estimated cost of new build- 
ings, with repairs and additions, for which 
permits were issued during the month 
amounted to $781,907, and for the first 
eight months of the year to $3,984,246. 


A Hardwood Outlook. 

In an address last week before the hard- 
wood manufacturers of Arkansas Mr. 
Lewis Doster of Nashville, Tenn., secre- 
tary of the Hardwood Manufacturers’ 
Association of the United States, after 
dealing at length with the technical side 
of the business, said: 

“The month of August is naturally a 
dull month in the most advantageous 
years, but I am pleased to say that busi- 
ness has shown some little increase even 
this month just past, with so many busi- 


ness men on their vacation. I believe 





that still better returns will be obtained 
as the fall advances. There is a feeling 
existing among many, and which I believe 
is a sound one, that business waits mostly 
until after elections during a Presidential 
year, and although this assicoation is not 
a political organization, nor does it follow 
any standard except a sound commercial 
one, it is believed that the times are being 
discounted by the assured fact of a satis- 
factory election in the fall, which will 
bring us prosperity—bring us back the 
vonfidence of the buyers, which creates 
business, and trust that the combination 
of labor and capital will be more strongly 
united and procure proper results. 

“Railroads will prepare to develop more 
strongly and create a better demand for 
our product. Plans placed in architects’ 
hands are being prepared for a building 
reaction, and which I believe will shortly 
(not quickly), but gradually, recuperate 
and even go beyond what we have done in 
the past years. 

“Quoting from all conservative and cor- 
rect business journals regarding the times 
we have in view, all issues are proclaim- 
ing the renewal of blast furnaces, rail- 
making, structural-iron work and all min- 
ing interests to be better; also the renewal 
of business in the East, where trade has 
been more slow to recover from the finan- 
cial strain of the past 10 months. 

“T will state that in the lumber business 
in the last month very excellent returns 
have been felt from the East, and this is 
the most encouraging, as that section of 
the country is always more conservative 
than the West. You can certainly prepare 
to see a better feeling slowly and surely 
increase in the hardwood situation, espe- 
cially if the production does not become so 


prominent in volume.’ 


Arkansas Hardwood Manufacturers. 

The first semi-annual meeting of the Ar- 
kansas Hardwood Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion was held last week at the Hotel 
Marion, Little Rock, Ark. Judge L. Lipp- 
man of Newport, president of the associa- 
tion, made an address in which he advised 
the association to make an effort to secure 
a more satisfactory equalization of rates. 
Secretary Lewis Dester of the Hardwood 
Manufacturers’ Association of the United 
States discussed the need of the organiza- 
tion of hardwood manufacturers of Arkan- 
sas, and presented figures relative to the 
production of hardwood by the State. 
Other addresses were made by Secretary 
George R. Hayes of Newport, J. L. Jones 
of Little Rock, Samuel J. Record of Mena 
and W. C. Birkmire of Erie, Pa. 


Georgia-Florida Sawmill Association 

An enthusiastic meeting of the Georgia- 
Florida Sawmill Association was held at 
Jacksonville last week, at which there 
seemed to be a feeling of optimism regard- 
ing the outlook of the lumber industry. 
Prices on dimension stock were reported 
firm and advancing, and an improvement 
both in demand and prices of smaller 
stock, with prospects of large orders from 
the railroads. It is stated that mills are 
taking fewer orders, and that they have 
smaller stocks on hand. The next meeting 
of the association will be held at Jackson- 
ville on October 13. 





Buys Sawmill and Timber Holdings. 

An important deal is reported from 
Orange, Texas, in the purchase of the saw- 
mill and planing-mill plant at Newton, 
Texas, together with the pine timber hold- 
ings of the Newton Sawmill Co., by the 
Miller-Link Lumber Co. of Orange. The 
plant is practically new, having a com- 
plete equipment of modern machinery and 
a daily capacity of 50,000 feet of lumber. 
It is stated that the Miller-Link Lumber 
Co. will put it in operation at once under 
the supervision of D. A. Ford.

Western Mexican Trade. 

The United States consular representa- 
tive on the west coast of Mexico, writing 
to the MANUFACTURERS’ RecorpD about 
business openings in that section for 
American manufactured goods, says: 

“It seems that, principally due to the 
opening of the Tehuantepec Railroad and 
the combination of freight rates between 
steamer lines plying between New York 
and the American side of the Tehuantepec 
Railroad, in connection with the Tehuan- 
tepee Railroad and steamers on this side, 
merchandise can be bought in the East and 
laid down here cheaper, quicker and more 
conveniently to the importer. Tinware, 
graniteware, barbed wire, American hard- 
ware, furniture and other articles which 
in the past have been bought largely in 
Europe and shipped by sailing vessel to 
these ports, could be now ordered in the 
East, and, via this above-mentioned route, 
be laid here quicker and at less cost. 

“It does not seem reasonable that East- 
tern manufacturers cannot sell as cheap 
as German and English, except in the-very 
inferior and child-labor-manufactured Eu- 
ropean goods, which are, as a rule, not 
asked for by the importer here, and the 
trade generally is now being diverted to a 
better grade of goods than was in demand 
in previous years—this due to the increas- 
ing number of Americans and foreigners 
who settle in this country, and who appre- 
ciate that most of the very cheapest arti- 
cles are dear at any price.”
